1. This is to inform you that the Otfice of General Counsel withdraws its 
concurrence in the revision off We take this step because the new 
executive order on intelligence, supphinting B.O. 11905, prohibits undisclosed 
participation in domestic organizations by employees of agencies within the 
Intellipence Community. Phe only exception to this prohibition is undisclosed 
participation undertaken pursuant to procedures established by the DCI and 
approved by the Attorney General. Attached please find a copy of the 
executive order language concerning undisclosed participation in domestic 
organizations; this languape is underscored in red, 


2. HRB volves training for Agency employees at*non-Agency 
facilities. Certain provisions of this regulation permit Agency personnel under 
cover to participate in training at non-Apency facilities. Undisclosed participation 
in such training by Agency personnel under cover as permitted ty 25X1A° 
should conform with the procedures that will be formulated pursuant to the new 
executive order, ‘Thus, it is the opinion of this Office that no further action be 
taken on the revision of until the appropriate procedures have been 
promulgated. Tt should be noted, however, that the new executive order 
provides that present agency training practices permitted under E.O, 11905 
may be continued until the issuance of such procedures.
